PURPOSE: To enable the condition of health of a measured person to be judged by measuring 
a changing value of finger temperature, judging his adoption" to the environment in the inspec- 
tion room, measuring its temperature and temperature-correcting the input data of pulse 
waves. 

CONSTITUTION: A selector switch 9 is switched to a side of a finger temperature amplifier 
5. and a finger temperature is detected by a finger temperature detecting element 4 in an 
insertion part of a measured finger. Voltage is divided by a finger temperature detecting 
element 3 and a resistor 6 and fetched to a processor 10 through the finger temperature 
amplifier 5. when a change amount of the finger temperature decreases to a certain fixed 
value or less, the switch 9 is switched to a side of a pulse wave amplifier 7 through a 
switching signal output device 11. and a pulse wave is input to the processor 10 performing 
waveform processing and output by an output device 12. On the other hand, unless the change 
amount is in the fixed value or less, the switch 9 is left as in the side of the amplifier 5, 
and measurement unable is output to the output device 12 through the processor 10. In this 
way, familiarization of a human body with an inspection room environment can be easily 
judged. While also a temperature of the inspection room is measured by a room temperature 
detector 13 and input to the processor 10 performing temperature correction of a pulse 
waveform input data, and by outputting the result from the output device 12, a health condition 
of a measured person can be judged.

PURPOSE: To enable a reference member to be always displayed with a tomo- 
gram by forming the reference member, serving as the reference of a position, 
into a concentric circular multi-layer structure consisting of two or more 
materials mutually different in CT value. 

CONSTITUTION: A positioning device 7 is constituted of a half ring-shaped fixed 
part 8 in a detected body head part H, supporting members 9, 10 supporting 
reference member holding parts 11, 11 mounted in the vicinity of both release 
end parts of the fixed part 8 and embedding a reference member in the inside 
and a movable supporting part 18 of laser sources 12. 12 mounted to the other 
end of the supporting member 9. The reference member holding part 11 is 
provided with a molded member 12 generating no artifact and reference 
members 13 to 15 embedded in the member 12 and formed into a concentric 
circular multi-layer structure consisting of two or more materials with a mutu- 
ally different CT value. Thus because the reference member is formed into 
the multi-layer structure consisting of two or more materials with a mutually- 
different CT value, even when a light-shade value and a light-shade width corre- 
sponding to the CT value, desired to be displayed, are changed, any of the 
layers is displayed with a tomogram.

PURPOSE: To prevent misregistration of individual identifying information on 
a CT picture and misdiagnosis by providing a replacement detecting means 
detecting the replacement of the subject and a means informing the operator 
of the replacement by an output of the replacement detecting means. 

CONSTITUTION: A patient gets off from a bed in a CT scanner device, when 
a replacement detecting circuit 11 detects the patient to be replaced with a 
next different patient, a perception circuit 12 receives a detection signal from 
the replacement detecting circuit 11, informing an operator of the patient re- 
placed. A console 13, after the operator is informed of the replacement of the 
patient by the perception circuit 12, performs input operation for registering 
individual discriminative information of a patient or the like, for instance, 
patient name or the like in a CT picture displayed in a TV monitor 14. The 
TV monitor 14 scans the patient by exposure in X-rays, displaying an obtained 
CT picture. A computer 15 controls the console 13 and the TV monitor 14. 
As the result, the operator can prevent misregistration and misdiagnosis of 
the patient by enabling the individual discriminative information to be accurately 
registered in a picture corresponding to the patient by the console. 
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
